If either Spain or Japan could com- 


bine with a power like ^England or Ger 
uany,"said a member of the senate for- 
eign committee, "it would amount to 
something, but two weak powers would 
only drag each other to destruction. If 
Japan has actually made this alliance and 
makes one public threat against tbe 
Unilcd States there will be but one result, 
and it will be swift and certain. Hawaii 
and Cuba will become parts of the United 
States by tbe same executive and legisla- 
tive act. 
The Cuban Insurgents have no 


better thing to hope for than a Spanish'

pea's arrow in a warm and sunny room. 
1'lie-s. for some reason, hate the flotv-

One color or a harmonv 
is more effective in a-window box than 
a mass of varied tints. Nasturtiums are 
hardv, beautiful and inexpensive, and 
•thorp are dozens of other hardy flowers 
suitable for either the trellis work 01 
1h f box itself. 


These boxes are not alone summer 


ornaments. In winter variegated Ivy 
can be coaxed arid twisted-along the 
trellis work, while pots of green plants 
can fill the box. 
In the spring yellow 


tulips and acacias can take the place of 
the green things, still keeping the ivy 
background (During The chilly weather, 
but in summer the pots of ivy must be 
tak-en out and' replaced by a flowering 
creeper.—N. Y. Commercial Advertiser
